Anglo-Argentine 
Trade Pact Will

CHAPTER FOUR—The Story of the Priests 
The Ukrainian city of Kiev was the capital of medieval Russia and 
was the centre of the religious activities of the country Several 
centuries ago a great cathedral and monastery were built there by 
the reigning czar. The holy city of Kiev has always been the mecca 
of the devout of Russia. Although still a great city, a commercial and 


industrial metropolis, the religious life of Kiev has been dead for a 
decade and a half 
A CITY OF ANCIENT SPLENDOR 

The cathedral of Kiev, with its great gilded domes, has a truly 
Russian barbaric splendor. One can imagine the pomp and ceremony 
which once accompanied an Easter mass. But when I entered the 
church T had the feeling that a cold and clammy hand had passed 
across my face 

The odor of decay was in the place; its magnificent walls were 
crumbling, its altars partially desecrated, its icons dismantled, its 
candles gone, its incense vanished. Here and there the initials of a 
less reverent generation were to be seen, and conspicuously scratched 


upon the walls was the hammer and sickle of communism 
Unique as is the physical structure, most interesting are its priest 
the ghosts of men who roam aimlessly through its great halls. One of 
them, a white-bearded old man, emaciated almost to ghostlines 
showed me through the cathedral and the neighboring monastery 


OLD-TIME CHANT ARISES 


Deep within the monastery walls, with the exercise of considerable 
tact and persuasion, | prevailed upon this priest and a number of hi 
purple-cloaked associates to chant for me a few of the old Russian 
hymns 

As the last somewhat feeble strains of a beautiful old melody 
floated up through the medieval rafters, it was borne upon me what 
uffering these men must have gone through in the past few years 
Indescribably filthy, their cloaks hardly more than rags, undernour 


ished, they, too, are of the untouchables 


RELIGION IS NOT BARRED 


Theoretically, religion is not barred from the people of Soviet Rus 
sia, but the churches which are still left are completely under the 
control of the anti-religious government Furthermore, according to 
the dogma of the state, religion is “bourgeois” and therefore good 
citizens of the country scorn it—that is, if they have any plans for 
advancement Naturally, under such a system the members of the 
clergy are social pariah 

The old priest who showed me around the cathedral at Kiev was 
inclined to be philosophical. “Our people,” he said, “cannot go on 
forever without the spiritual satisfaction of their inner yearnings 
Under the stress of times as terrible as these men’s thoughts turn 
insinctively to God. It cannot go on as it is, and then some day the 
people will come back to u 
LOYALTY IS NOT DIVIDED 

Here he interrupted himself. “Not that they have really ever left 
the church. Most of them have in form only. One cannot be loyal 
outwardly to the church in Russia and ever hope to gain favor in the 
eyes of the government But with the failure of the Five-Year Plan

THE TERRIBLE INTERVAL 

The world last year mined $494,181,000 worth of 
gold. British Empire countries produced 71.5 per 
cent of the total, upwards of three-quarters of the 
world output 

If it were possible for the nations to return to 
the previous gold standard, Empire countries would 
benefit as a group. Canada would profit in par- 
ticular, since it is the second largest producer; by 
a reversal of all the disadvantages it is now in- 
curring because the nations have left gold. When 
that metal is everywhere sought after, at an arbi- 
trary and fixed price, the large producing country 
gains. When it is not in demand for money pur- 
poses, the producing country loses its advantage as 
a gold-producer, and must either also quit gold or 
see the prices of its other products depressed. 

It is scarcely possible that there will be a 
general return to the former standard. But some 
basis must be arranged for the settlement of inter- 
national trading accounts and debts. A modified 
gold standard may be adopted. More likely it will 
be an arrangement in which gold and silver will 
rank in fixed relations as money metals. In either 
case Canada will gain, since it produces silver also 
in large quantities. 

Almost any standard, in fact, that is at all pos- 
sible of adoption will be to our advantage. If it is 
to be gold, in any ratio to currency, we have the 
gold. If it is to be gold and silver, we have both. 
If it is to be a currency based on commodities, we 
have them. Any change will be better than the 
present position. Canada is not suffering from a 
lack of gold, silver, or the things these can buy; but 
from political sterility. 

Our fetish worshipping Government refused to 
recognize the passing of the former gold standard 
and to adopt a money policy that would prevent 
deflation wrecking the country before another 
international standard has been agreed upon.

On This Date 


—a Day in Canadian History— 
By Fred Williams 


LAYMAN WAS CHIEF JUSTICE 
On May Ist, in 1872, there died 
in England a man who had been 


a chief justice in British America, - 


although he had never been called 
to the Bar. 

When in 1856 James Dougias, 
governor of Vancouver Island, 
decided that the new colony must 
have a chief justice he made dili- 
gent inquiries to ascertain 
whether among the gold-seekers 
who had reached the Pacific coast 
there was an exile from Lincoln's 
Inn Fields or Gray's Inn. But his 
search was, like that of Diogenes 
for an honest man, fruitless. Tere 
was not a lawyer anywhere in the 
colony! (Did I hear some one 
say, “Happy land?”) Douglas 
could have written to London and 
asked that a lawyer be sent cut, 
but he was in no mood to wait for 
months, perhaps a year or more, 
so he decided that if he could rot 
get a lawyer he would take the 
next best choice, a newspaper 
man. ' 

Thus it happened that on May 
5th, 1856, Douglas announced the 
appointment of David Cameron as 
chief justice. Cameron was, of 


.

course, a Scot—his name tells 
that. He was apparently a man of 
repute in a community which was 
then decidedly mixed, and he was 
quite evidently a man of consid- 
erable education. He took the 
oath and ascended the bench, ad- 
ministering the law, handing out 
punishments, settling disputes as 
to property and civil rights, and 
enforcing the criminal law of Eng- 
land without fear or favor. For 
nine years and a half this lay chief 
justice carried on, but in Octoner, 
1865, he decided that he had had 
enough of colonial life and re- 
signed, returning to England, 
where he lived in retired ease for 
over six years. 

By the time he retired there was 
no lack of lawyers at Victoria. 
One of them, Joseph Needham, 
succeeded and served until 1870, 
when he was transferred to Trin- 
idad. 

A remarkable fact about Chief 
Justice Cameron is that though 
several of his judgments were 
appealed to England, not one of 
them was reversed, a record which 
a good many judges long learned 
in the law would like to have.

Health and Diet Advice 


—... By Dr. Frank McCoy... 


SCARLET FEVER NEED NOT BE SERIOUS 

Scarlet Fever is an acute contagious disease and 
has been called a “disorder of the neighborly” since 
neighbors often transfer it from one household to 
another by visiting back and forth. Since it is 
infectious, patients with it should be kept away 
from others for 4 or 5 weeks or as long as there is 
any skin peeling or any pus discharge, 

The onset is often sharp and sudden and in a 
typical case we find the child may vomit, then the 
fever appears and rises quickly. 
often dry and red and the child complains on 
swallowing; he may object to orange juice since he 
says it hurts his throat. The tonsils may become a 
very bright red and are often swollen. Some chil- 
dren feel very ill, others hardly seem sick at all. The 
period of incubation is very short and varies from 
two to six days. Therefore, if your child has been 
exposed .to Scarlet Fever, he should be kept to 
himself for at least six days or until your doctor 
determines that there is no danger. 


Headachemay be present the first day or so but 
disappears as the rash comes out on the chest, which 
is usually within two to thirty-six hours after the 
throat becomes sore. From the chest the rash 
spreads rapidly over the body, being thickest on 
the chest, abdomen and back, and rarely heavy on 
the face. The “lobster” red rash does not last very 
long as it begins to fade about the third day and is 
generally gone in less than a week. The skin is 
hot and dry, the tongue coated at first, and the 
eyes have the bright appearance characteristically 
seen in fever cases. 


“Strawberry Tongue” is a well-known symptom 
of the disease and consists of raised and reddened 
spots which come out on the tongue. The fever, 
which was so high in the beginning, subsides as the 
rash lessens; this is a gradual process which may 
take from two to five days or longer. The tongue 
is usually normal in appearance by the end of the 
second week. About the end of the first week, the 
skin begins to peel off in fine scales or flakes and 
the peeling process continues until the whole body 
has scaled off, which may take twenty days to a 
month, or longer. Occasionally the skin is shed in 
large pieces. 

One attack of this disease usually protects the 
patient from having it again. The disorder is most 
commonly found up to the age of fifteen years. The 
usual complications are: some form of ear trouble, 
due to the inflammatory process traveling from the 
throat to the middle ear; or nephritis, mastoiditis, or 
swelling of the glands in the neck. The ear com- 
plication following Scarlet Fever is the most feared, 
as it is known to be the most common cause,of deaf- 
ness in childhood. However, if the disease is pro- 
perly handled, there is little danger from complic- 
ations, Many cases display only the mildest symp- 
toms and it is a hard task to keep the children with 
the mild cases from playing with their friends. 

In treating Scarlet Fever, keep the patient away 
from others. Put him to bed and place immediately 
on a straight water fast or an orange juice fast; 
keep him on thé fast until all signs of fever are 
gone. If the orange juice stings the throat, then use 
the plain water. The bowels must be kept open 
with enemas, using one or two every day. If the 
fever is high, cool sponge baths given in bed will 
make the patient more comfortable. Sometimes 
there is restlessness with the fever and in such a 
case the use of the cold abdominal pack is bene- 
ficial. This is made by wringing a piece of soft 
cloth out of cold water. Fold twice and place 
around the abdomen, covering the child from the 
thighs to just below the ribs. Cover this with two 
or three layers of woollen material, which may 
be part of an old blanket. The woollen material is 
to be pinned securely with safety pins. Avoid chill- 
ing at all stages and, if you are in doubt as to the 
child's progress, play safe and keep him in bed, 
whether or not he wishes to be up and playing.

This 
enlarged gland can doubtless be reduced through 
treatments and a careful diet, or it can at least be 
kept from getting any larger. If it is removed 
surgically, there will only be an added burden on 
the other lymphatic glands which usually then en-

People who assume that to be one of His 
Majesty's judges is a guarantee of long life and 
pleasant days, will be surprised at the death of 
Hon. Sir Henry Alfred MeCardie, Britain's famous 
bachelor judge, at the age of 63—presumably by his 
} own hand 
| Sir Henry's piquant wisdom was plentifully 

quoted from in this column several weeks ago, 
| when tribute was paid to his humanity, fearlessness 
and commonsense. His judgments in matrimonial 
cases have established new precedents more in 
accord with the spirit of the age than the judgments 
of 70 years ago, made after Lord Westbury had 
taken matrimonial cases away from the old 
| Ecclesiastical Court (which only granted the equiv- 
alent of a judicial separation) and introduced his 
| Matrimonial Causes Act of 1857 with its provision 
for absolute divorce. 

The manner of Sir Henry's death at a compara- 
tively early life for an occupant of the bench, is of 
a piece with his independent attitude on the bench 
and his recent endorsement of birth control. He 
had been in ill health for some time. He had no 
| dependents. He probably felt no call to stay and 
endure, so in sane contemplation of the facts decided 
to leave the scene of his earthly labors. I cannot at 
the momnet think of any other British judge who 
established such a precedent for leaving the bench.

There have been many judges distinguished for 
their humanness off the bench. The great Lord 
Eldon, who as Lord High Chancellor codified the 
equity decisions of the Chancellors Court of Equity, 
laying down principles of equity as clear as those 
of the common law, was said to have enjoyed his 
bottle of port. One of his successors as Lord High 
Chancellor tells the tale of how Lord Eldon in 
his octogenarian years enjoyed the sight of the 
maid servants in his country home escaping in 
their night shifts down a ladder from the servants’ 
quarters, as his country home went up in flames. 

The function of Mr. Justice McCardie was to 
place the imprint of common-sense and humanity 
on the decisions of the matrimonial court over 
| which he presided. It was he who, for the first 
time in British jurisprudence, held that the body 
of a wife is her own to withhold or bestow and not 
the possession of her husband. 


Mention of Sir Henry McCardie’s offer to show 
his approval of birth control by taking tickets at 
the ball promoted to supply funds for birth control 
teaching in Britain, recalls that the Sterilization 
Act of the B. C. legislature, recently mentioned in 
this column, has received pulpit denunciation from 
Archbishop Duke, Roman Catholic archbishop of 
| Vancouver. 
| Many people thought that with the consent of 
the imbecile having to be obtained, and the added 
approval of a judge, a social worker and the min- 
ister of health, the bill had been hedged around 
| With reservations to a degree that made its effec- 
tiveness a matter of doubt. Preaching in Holy 
Rosary Cathedral, Archbishop Duke is reported as 
saying: 

The bill savours of that unfortunate country 
where the state tries to control everything, 
even the conscience of its citizens, and where 
man’s private property and inherent rights and 
religious convictions. are confiscated in the 
name of social progress, economy and hygiene. 

Sterilization is an infraction of a divine and 
moral law, and no one has a right to mutilate 

j himself or can give this permission to anyone 
else, any more than he has a right to kill him- 
self or to kill another. 

If the dictum of the archbishop is carried to a 
logical conclusion, it will make it difficult for 
Catholic physicians who have been removing ton- 
| sils or indulging in other forms of surgery, in- 
volving the removal of organs placed there by the 
Creator. To the other extreme have the United 
States authorities gone in forcing Mr. and Mrs. 
Vasko to have the eye of their two-year-old 
daughter removed, on the representation of doctors 
that the operation was necessary to save the life and 
mentality of the child.

OTTAWA, May 3—The two-cent | 
Siigar tax passed the house of com- |

fFovernment. Official Ottawa, said 
Hon. James Malcolm, former minis- 
ter of trade and commerce, should | 
take a lessor from private business 
and cut its overhead, He instanced 
the 34 research laboratories oper- 
ated in various government depart- | 
ments and, at the same time a nat- 
jonal research council equipped to 
handle the same work. 

The sugar tax was under constant 
fire most of the day. Finance mins- | 
ter E. N. Rhodes said he was unable | 
to accept various suggestions to 
modify it but introduced one bud- 
get resolution to lessen the taxation 
burden 

It would exempt 10-pound pur- 
Chases or less of glucose, grape, 
corn and sugar cane syrups from 
the one and two-cent excise taxes. 
This raised the exemption from 
five-pound purchases, | 
MAY CUT INTEREST 

In a general drive for trimmed 
fovernment costs, the former trade 
minister said it might be necessary 
to cut interest rates on the national 


debt. Redistribute the taxation | 
burden for necessities to luxuries 
and increase customs receipts by | 


lowering tarjffs and abolition of re- 
Strictive regulations. 

The government, said the finance 
minister, was aware of the neces- | 
sity of pruning expenses. In the 
last three years $81,000,000 had been 
lopped from the cost of government | 
and he intimated further reductions | 
were contemplated. But he could | 
not agree that interest rates could 
be lowered without endangering | 
the whole credit position of a 
debtor country such as Canada

“No, we have not,” replied Mr.

UNDER NO ILLUSION 

The government is under no il- 
lusion about its unpopularity, but 
neither is the government under 
any illusion as to the dire necessity 
of securing the added revenue.’
